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Ditch 
to be 
dug

Councilmembers agreed to 
help residents dig a drainage 
ditch to alleviate a flooding 
problem on Wade Road in 
Romulus. 

David and Sandra Savage re- 
ceived notice Oct. 26 from 
James Panos, director of the 
public works department, re- 
questing the homeowners re- 
move all material placed in the 
ditch and easement of their 
home which caused standing 
water along Wade Road. The 
water could pose a threat of 
property damage to several 
homes in the area, according to 
Panos. 

“The standing water satu- 
rates the road bed which in turn 
results in pumping of the pave- 
ment causing premature pave- 
ment failure,” Panos said. 

The Savages appeared be- 
fore councilmembers Dec. 10 in 
an attempt to gain council sup- 
port. 

“I lived at this address for 28 
years,” David Savage said. “I 
paid taxes for 28 years and feel 
I should receive some benefits. 
The water in the ditch would 
turn green and smell bad. 
There were mosquitoes all 
over.” 

Wayne County officials 
cleaned up the Savage ditch 
when new developers were 
building homes on Cogswell, 
according to Savage. The 
cleanup, however, left a mess. 

“They left a holding pot in 
my yard,” Savage said. “Ab- 
out three years ago, I had a 
bulldozer fill in the ditch. I 
don’t feel I should pay for a 
drain pipe. I feel my taxes 
should pay for the ditch. I agree 
there’s a problem, but I don’t 
feel it’s all my problem.” 

City engineers estimated the 
cost to repair the ditch and in- 
stall a pipe would run about 
$5,900, not including labor fees. 

Councilman Ellis Penning- 
ton went out to observe the area 
around Wade Road and sym- 
pathized with the Savages. 

“You’ve got drainage back 
there that’s 30 feet deep,” Pen- 
nington said. "If we put a 16 by 
24 drain there, you’re going to 
have the drain up on the 
ground. If you dig a ditch 
through his property and dig a 
ditch down to the end of his 
property, you’re going to cre- 
ate a holding pond in his yard.” 



Toxic scare 

1 0 Avis employees treated 
and released from hospital

The 10 Avis Rent A Car em- 
ployees who suffered from bro- 
mine inhalation at the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport last week 
were treated and released. 

On Dec. 7, the Wayne County 
Hazardous Materials Team 
assisted airport officials on re- 
port of a possible chemical spill 
at Avis Rent A Car. 

When emergency officials 
arrived at the scene, there 
wasn’t a spill, according to 
Irma Clark, press secretary 
for Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara. Five 
pints of bromine were found by 
the Avis dumpster. 

One of the pints cracked and 
started to foam, according to 
an Avis employee who spotted 
the bottles. 

The employees exposed to 
the chemical were transported 
to Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne. 

“All 10 men suffered from 
bromine inhalation,” said 
Simone Topouzian, public rela- 
tions assistant for Annapolis. 
“Some were given oxygen. 
There were no serious in- 


juries.

The HAZMET team and va- 
rious city' fire departments 
assisted with the incident. K 
and D Industrial Services Inc. 
disposed of the chemical at 
Chem-Met Services in Wyan- 
dotte, according to Tom Hand- 
yside, executive vice-president 
of K and D. 

“We contained the chemical 
in a large drum that was filled 
with an absorbent material on 
the bottom,” Handyside said. 
“Bromine is hazardous if it is 
inhaled or swallowed. It can 
cause burns or irritation to the 
skin. Bromine does not ignite 
readily. 

Airport officials are con- 
tinuing an investigation.

Metro Airport noise

Romulus resident Alan Bell 
is asking for some type of sup- 
port and relief from Detroit 
Metropolitan airplanes boom- 
ing over his home on Burton 
Road. 

“I live less than a mile north 
of Smith Road,” Bell said. 
“I’ve replaced my garage win- 
dows once and tried to put sili- 
cone around other windows. I 
also have a storm window 
that’s cracked.” 

When Bell decided to buy his 
home in Romulus three years 
ago, he said he didn’t hear the 
planes zooming above the 
house. Now, Bell has broken 
windows, cracked dinner 
plates and a frustrated family. 

“It’s the 747s that really 
shake up the house,” Bell said. 
“The smaller 727 planes are 
still terribly loud. I’m not 
asking for them to stop the air- 
planes. I'm just asking for 
them to help the people. ” 

Bell, a construction worker, 
has four children. He believes 


his noise problem is just going 
to be lost in the political shuffle. 

Brian Amann, Wayne County 
noise czar, vowed he is going to 
try and help Bell and other 
Romulus residents plagued by 
the rumbles of the airplanes. 

Bell, however, is not alone 
with his plea for help. Romulus 
Mayor Beverly McAnally lives 
down the road from Bell and 
sympathizes with his problem. 

“The problem is what we 
have now is not what we’re 
going to have in the future,” 
McAnally said. “As construc- 
tion begins on the moderniza- 
tion of the airport, the con- 
figuration will change day to 
day. His homeowner’s insur- 
ance should help him if he is 
suffering damages.” 

McAnally said every window 
in her home is cracked from the 
airplane noise, but she is also 
hoping the problem will not 
linger. 

Modernization plans for De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport in- 
clude the construction of anti- 
noise berms.

Fatals up in city

Reports on fatal car crashes 
continue to add up at the Romu- 
lus Police Department. 

On Dec. 3, 24-year-old Tene- 
cia Wesley of River Rouge was 
driving too fast on Ecorse Road 
in Romulus, according to 
police. 

Wesley hit a truck head-on 
after her car went out of control 
between Inkster and Middle 
Belt roads, officer Rich 
Schwartz said. 

“She was going too fast,"

On Nov. 28. a 21 -year-old 
Romulus resident died as a re- 


sult of a fatal car crash on God- 
dard Road. 

Ollen E. Glaze was killed 
while driving a 1984 Cadillac 
eastbound on Goddard about 10 
p.m. when he was hit by 
another Romulus resident 
traveling westbound, accord- 
ing to police. 

“It appears Glaze crossed 
the center line which means he 
would be at fault," detective 
Lt. Kenneth R. Kraus said. 

Both Glaze and Mary Lou 
Cannon. 49, were transported 
to Annapolis Hospital. Kraus 
said Glaze was later sent to the 
University of Michigan Hospit- 
al where he was pronounced 
dead.

Company is hired

A Southfield construction 
company was recently hired by 
Romulus school officials to 
make recommendations on the 
new senior high gymnasium 
and renovation plans for the 
elementary schools, according 
to Community Relations Direc- 
tor Art McPharlin. 

“Our tentative plans for 
phase one is to start construc- 
tion of the new gymnasium by 
spring of 1991,” McPharlin 
said. “Atthattime, we will also 
begin renovation of all five 
elementary schools and new 
construction of a multi-purpose 
room at Merriman 
Elementary.” 

School officials are hoping to 
sell $35 million worth of bonds 
on Dec. 17, 18 and 19. A special 
meeting will be staged in the 
next few weeks for approval to 
sell the bonds. 

Romulus residents approved 
two of three ballot proposals 
Nov. 6, taking on one of the 
highest tax brackets of any 
community for the children. 


Proposition one, the renewal 
millage of 37 mills, and prop- 
osition two, asking for $45 mil- 
lion to improve the schools, 
both passed with a hearty 
approval by voters. 

The third proposition, $5.4 
million for a swimming pool 
complex, was voted down. 

The first proposition addres- 
sed the need for the millage re- 
newal of 37 mills on each $1,000 
of state equalized valuation on 
the amount of taxes, which can 
be assessed against all proper- 
ty in the Romulus Community 
School district. 

Proposition one was geared 
for 10 additional years of gener- 
al operating funds to pay the 
daily cost of operating the 
school district. The costs in- 
clude salaries, teaching sup- 
plies, lights, heat, repairs and 
buses. 

Under proposition two, 
school officials were asking for 
more than $45 million, which 
would not increase local taxes. 
The extra money would come 
from a refinancing plan ex- 
tending current loans the 
school district owes into 2001. 


School begins program 


Romulus Junior High School 
has launched a new program to 
give recognition to students 
who achieve outstanding work 
academically and be- 
haviorally.

Suspect is charged 
in student shooting

Mac Willis, a 17-year-old In- 
kster resident who attended 
Wayne Memorial High School, 
was charged with assault and 
intent to commit murder Tues- 
day before Judge John McCart- 
ney at the 18th District Court in 
Westland. 

Willis is accused of shooting 
a 17-year-old Ypsilanti High 
School student in the face after 
a basketball game at John 
Glenn last Friday night. 

McCartney set bond at 
$100,000, and the date of the 
pre-examination hearing for 
Dec. 20. 

Kenneth Mayes, a junior at 
Ypsilanti High School, is in 
good condition at Mott’s Chil- 
dren Hospital in Ann Arbor, 
according to police. 

Police said at about 9:25 p.m. 
Friday night, students were 
leaving John Glenn and walk- 
ing toward the parking lot. An 
unidentified number of men sit- 
ting in the parking lot began 
name calling. Police believe 
the harassment was intended 
for the Ypsilanti students. 

“The men were trying to pick 
a fight,” said detective Sgt. 
Lennis Hayes of the Westland 
Police Department. 

During the name calling, gun 
shots were fired from a hand- 
gun into the air, Hayes said. 

Students began fleeing in all 
directions in an attempt to 
escape the gunfire. About two 
minutes later, there was a loud 
blast. 

“A young man from Ypsilan- 
ti High School was struck in the 
head,” Hayes said. 

Witnesses at the scene told 
police they saw two cars ex- 
isting the parking lot at a fast 
pace. From the description of 
the vehicles and the license 
plate numbers, police were 
able to catch the two cars with- 
in minutes, according to 
Hayes. 

“Witnesses were able to con- 
tact the police officers who 
were wording tfie basketball 
game, andUhat made it possi- 
ble to catch the cars within mi- 
nutes,” he said. 

School officials were sad af- 
ter hearing of the shooting, 
according to Thomas Svitko- 
vich, associate superintendent 
of schools. 


“All of the students and staff 
are expressing a great deal of 
sadness and sorrow for the 
Ypsilanti student and because 
an incident like this occurred.” 
Svitkovich said. 

Dennis O’Neill, superinten- 
dent of the Wayne-Westland 
schools, echoed Svilkovich’s 
remarks Monday night at a 
school board meeting. 

“This is a very difficult time 
for our school district and our 
community Fortuna^'v ♦he 
young man who was shot is in 
stable condition, although he 
may have some permanent dis- 
ability. our hopes and prayers 
are for a full and speedy re- 
covery.” 


He also indicated adults 
should be held accountable for 
children who have access to 
guns. 

“As school people, we arc 
constantly watching for signals 
to identify students with poten- 
tial problems. As parents and 
neighbors, we have to be a part 
of the solution to the problem 
by identifying and getting help 
for troubled young people be- 
fore it’s too late," O'Neill said. 

One of the four students who 
fled the scene and was stopped 
by police is on the John Glenn 
Basketball team, according to 
Hayes.

Ground radar 
must be 
considered 

In light of the runway plane crash last week which left 
eight people dead, county and Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration officials must meet to consider speedier installa- 
tion of a ground radar control at Detroit Wayne County 
Metropolitan Airport. 

Two Northwest Airline planes collided as they pre- 
pared to take off from the airport Dec. 3. 

Although speculation and “what if’s” seldom provide 
solace or undo the terrible occurrence, it is reasonable to 
think that had a more superior method of ground traffic 
control been implemented the accident could have been 
avoided. 

Weather, with heavy fog moving in just as the accident 
took place, could have played a role. Pilots recently, 
however, have said that the directing of airplanes from 
the terminal to the taxiway to the runway is confusing, 
especially at the Wayne County-operated airport. 

Airport officials have stated that the Airport Surface 
Detection Equipment will be installed next year if re- 
novation and remodeling plans are on schedule. This par- 
ticular system will allow ground controllers the ability to 
see the entire surface of the airport and locate all planes 
waiting on runways. 

It is the type of system which could have saved the lives 
of eight airline passengers last week. 

Although the system is scheduled for installation a year 
from now, construction delays and the like could easily 
put it off. 

We urge county officials to consider speedier installa- 
tion of the system to ensure safety for all airline passen- 
gers using the Wayne County airport.

licensing.” 

Why on earth would you 
pledge to abolish the Michigan 
Department of Licensing and 
Regulations, after you take 
office in January, eliminating 
some of its duties and assigning 
the rest to others departments? 
What do other know about nurs- 
ing laws and procedures? 

I have been a licensed practic- 
al nurse for over 40 years, and 
am still actively employed as 
such. Myself and many others 
were pioneers in working and 
lobbying and attempting to 
make our jobs more secure, by 
these same licensing laws. This 
was a very long and difficult 
procedure to obtain this license. 
All you have to do is visit a nurs- 
ing home, which employs un- 
licensed and unqualified per- 
sonnel, to care for our ill and 
very elderly people. It is diffi- 
cult enough to give good quality 
care for these unfortunate peo-

pie, who deserve to be taken 
care of properly. It would be a 
grave injustice to people who 
deserve better. 

What about doctors? Are you 
about to do the same to them? I 
cannot imagine a physician 
practicing medicine without a 
license. You are dealing with 
human life here, not a piece of 
car equipment. 1 can, however, 
assure you, that we don’t need a 
new array of health care profes- 
sionals, we need to update what 
we have. It is, however, essen- 
tial for the well-being of our 
citizens, to have licensure a re- 
quirement, not an option I have 
talked with a number of nurses 
on this issue, and they too are 
appalled. 1 hope they will re- 
spond as I have, to inform you 
that this idea is not feasible for 
our health care system. 
Perhaps you should take a long 
look and study the effects that 
this would have on our health 
care professionals, before mak- 
ing such a rash decision. 

Hopefully you will leave the 
Department of Licensing and 
Regulations, where it is and 
abolish something else, that is 
not as important as this. Many 
of us have gone on to improve 


our status, by taking education- 
al courses to improve our know- 
ledge for giving good care to to- 
day’s growing need of good 
care, especially to our elderly. 

Hopihgf that you will respond 
to my plea, 1 will be anxiously 
waiting to hear about your deci- 
sion.

To date, more 
than 60 tons of newspapers, 
1,166 gallons of motor oil and 
over 26 tons of metal and glass 
have been recycled. We aver- 
age over 375 cars per month at 
the drop-off center. 

I would also like to thank the 
good people of the Downriver 
Recycling Center and Nate 
Weiserof Weiserlron and Metal 
for their help. 

As chairman of the commit- 
tee, I would also like to thank the 
members of my committee for 
all of their efforts and commit- 
ment. 

As we begin our second year, 
we are analyzing the best way to 
institute a composting program 
for leaves, grass clippings and 
brush, as about 15 percent of all 
household waste is yard waste. 
If we can recycle these items, 
which are all biodegradable, we 
will further reduce the pressure 
on our landfills. 

Once again, thank you for 
helping yourself by recycling 
and, if you haven’t visited the 
drop-off center yet, please do. 
We are some of the friendliest 
people in Wayne.

Transit authority on steady ground for now

The Nankin Transit Author- 
ity, a bus service prov ided to 
handicapped people and senior 
citizens around Westland, 
appears to be on steady finan- 
cial ground although budget 
scheduling is near. 

Last year, officials from the 
Southeast Michigan Authority 
on Regional Transportation, 


approved the budget for 1990 
without any problems, after 
talk the service would be eli- 
minated. Some representa- 
tives of the authority argued 
that the service catered to only 
a small portion of the area ser- 
viced by the authority, and 
therefore should not be funded. 

The debate began shortly af- 
tgr the authority, which in- 
cludes representatives of and 
serves the counties of Wayne, 


Oakland and Macomb, war 
reorganized to permit more 
equal voting privileges amonf 
those served. 

“Right now, things are fine 
In June, we didn’t have an> 
trouble having our budge 
approved for this year,” saio 
Charlie Hunter, director of the 
service. 

Hunter, however, was not al- 
ways so cool about the budget 
talks. In the midst of union 


negotiations with his workers, 
SMART representatives "" 
discussing cuts in his budget 
which could have put Nankin 
out of business. 

Each year come March, 
Hunter submits the budget for 
the transit authority and then 
has to wait until June to hear if 
it is approved. 

“Things seem to be a little 
better than they were a few 


years ago,” Hunter said. “We 
...;’t know if we’ll have to do 
any battling or not.” 

The cost of gasoline is a plus 
for the service, according to 
Hunter. 

“More people are taking the 
bus because the price of gas is 
so high,” he said. “(The reces- 
sion) hasn’t ever affected us in 
the past, so I don’t see why it 
would now.”

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Little known about county appointee

The next Wayne County com- 
missioner from the 11th Dis- 
trict will be a Democrat, Com- 
missioner Kay Beard said 
Tuesday. 

The vacancy was created 
Milton Mack resigned to accept 
a judicial appointment. Mack’s 
resignation was effective as of 
Monday. 

By county charter, the com- 
missioners have 30 days to fill 
the vacancy. They may choose 
not to appoint and ask the Coun- 
ty Clerk to set a date for a spe- 
cial election in order to give the 
voters an opportunity to pick 
the candidate of their choice. 

Also according to the char- 
ter, the candidate must be of 
the same political party of the 
commissioner he or she suc- 
ceeds. Since Mack is a Demo- 
crat, the appointee also must 
also be a Democrat. 

Beard represents the 12th 
district, which takes in West- 
land, Inkster and Garden City. 
She said the commissioners 
are studying resumes from 
prospective candidates. 

“I don’t know of any consen- 
sus candidate at this time or 


even a favorite,” she said. 

Beard added the commis- 
sioners were to meet in a spe- 
cial session Tuesday after- 
noon. and “I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if we came up with a 
candidate at this time. But 
we’re meeting to discuss this 
latest round of vetoes from the 
county executive. 

“By charter, wehave30days 
to make the appointment. 
However, if we don’t fill the 
vacancy, the voters will.” 

The 11th district includes all 
of Canton, Van Buren, Sumpter 
and Huron townships and the 
cities of Belleville, Wayne, 
Romulus, Flat Rock and Rock- 
wood. 

Whoever gets the $29,970 per 
year job, the appointee will in- 
herit the problems of the coun- 
ty. Commissioners’ salaries 
will be increased to $41,000 af- 
ter Jan. 1. 

Beard took the opportunity to 
criticize County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara, who she said 
is determined to eliminate the 
15-member board of commis- 
sioners. 


“In fact, if the county execu- 
tive has it his way,” Beard 
said, “there wouldn’t be any 
commissioners. He wants to 
eliminate the positions, via the 
budget process. 

‘‘If he is successful, this 
would kill the checks-and- 
balances so inherent in demo- 
cratic government,” Beard 
said. 


Beard said the only way 
McNamara’s objective could 
be achieved is by a vote of the 
people. 

"I don't think the people of 
Wayne County want to estab- 
lish a dictatorship,” Beard 
said. 

McNamara was not avail- 
able for comment at press time 
Tuesday.

They spent the bulk of their 
time replacing worn shock 
absorbers -39 in all - changing 
punctured tires at an average 
rate of three to four per day,” a 
report presented by Peugeot 
officials stated. 

Other repairs included: re- 
placing seven driveshafts, five 
oil pans, a clutch, gearbox and 
radiator. 

Peugeot technicians packed 
two spare engines for the long 
grueling trip, but the engines 
did not have to be unpacked un- 
til the team returned home. 


“The route was designed to 
push these cars beyond their 
everyday horizons,” said Cor- 
rado Provera. public relations 
director of Automobiles 
Peugeot. 

“Jagged rocks, immobiliz- 
ing mounds of soft sand, and 
gaping holes in asphalt roads 
were commonplace. Neverthe- 
less, the cars lived up to the 
Peugeot’s reputation for safe, 
fun-to-drive handling, durabil- 
ity , comfort and panache,” he 
said.
